1 . Claims 2-5, 7, 9-23 are allowable over the prior art of records. 

2. The instant application is deemed to be directed to an unobvious 
improvement over the invention patented in Pat. No. 6,263,396. The improvement 
features comprising an interrupt service routine preamble shared amongst the 
plurality of interrupt service routines, the interrupt service routine preamble is 
coded in ARM program code to cause a switch to THUMB program execution, the 
interrupt controller causes the execution of the interrupt service routine preamble 
before an interrupt service routine is executed. The examiner agreed to allow the 
case after incorporating the above allowable features into the claims 9, 14, 19.
